RAF Deals Out 
2,000 Bomb Tons 
On Magdeburg; 
Lose 55 Sbips

London, Jan. 22 (AP)—The RAF's 


campaign to flatten German Indus- 
trial targets crushed the city of 
Magdeburg in Saxony last night 
under more than 2,000 long tons of 
bombs as the major phase of a great 
aerial operation 
which included 


a smaller attack on Berlin. 


The new blows against Germany, 


following up a heavy 2,200 long ton 
assault on "the capital the previous 
night, cost the RAF 55 bombers, one 
of the heaviest losses suffered in 
a year. 


They came while the Germans 
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themselves were stabbing at London 
and southeast England with two 
sharp raids by a force of approxi- 
mately 90 bombers. 
, 


Railway Junction 


Magdeburg, a city of 300,000 on 


the left bank of the Elbe river, about 
83 miles southwest of Berlin, is a 
junction point for the main railways 
to Leipzig^ Kassel and Hamburg- 
all previously hit heavily. 


Magdeburg— itself 
was bombed 


exactly a week before by Mosquitoes 
while a big fleet of British bombers 
concentrated on the aircraft manu- 
facturing \ center of Brunswick, 26 
miles away, which some neutral 
sources now say "ceases to exist." 


The Air Ministry described last 


night's blast at Magdeburg as "a 
very heavy attack" and said great 
fires were left burning. 


The RAP force which returned to 


Berlin, where fires still blazed from 
the 2,300 long ton bombing of the 
night before, included both four- 
engined Lancasters and the swift 
little Mosquitoes. 


Found Other Targets 


At the same time other bombers 


struck unidentified targets in Prance, 
following up yesterday's 1,000-plane 
daylight assault on the so-called 
"rocket gun coast" in the neighbor- 
hood of Pas De Calais. 


The Germans, goaded into mak- 


ing a counter blow, sent one group 
of bombers across the channel be- 
fore midnight and another in the 
early hours of ^this morning. 


They operated mainly over south- 


east England, but about 30 of the 
invaders 
area. 


A communique said, "bombs were 


dropped at a number of places. 
Damage was caused and there were 
a number of casualties, some of 
which were fatal." 


Eight enemy aircraft were de- 


stroyed. 


Action in London 


The Nazi retaliation, although 


puny by present-day Allied bomb- 
ing standards, was the heaviest in 
months and spectacular enough to 
remind many Londoners of the "old 
days." 
Guns thundered, the skies 


were alight, and incendiaries as well 
as high explosives were dropped in 
the London area and other parts of 
southeast England. 


Damage and casualties were heav- 


ier than usual, and throughout the 
early morning hours rescuers dug 
for victims by the light of lamps 
along the Thames estuary. The first 
raid, before midnight, cost the Ger- 
mans eight planes, the largest num- 
ber of night raiders downed over 
Britain in 10 months.

Private By- 
r's death was reported in The Get- 
tysburg Times in December. 


Private Byer was born in Harris- 


burg but went to Orrtanna at the 
age of six months to live with his 
grandmother, Mrs. Nettie Byer, who 
now resides in Wormleysburg. He 
was reared in Orrtanna and attend- 
ed Fan-field high school for three 
rears. 


He volunteered for service in the 


Marine Corps in the summer of-1942 
and after a preliminary training pe- 
riod was sent to the Pacific war 
theatre. 
Private Byer, the 16th 


countian to die in the sen-ice during 
this war, was buried near the place 
where he was killed in action against 
the Japs. 


Possibly At Tarawa

noke, niinoJs, who was shot when a 
unit at the point of an advance 
through the jungle was ambushed by 
camouflaged and dug-in Japs. 


•When the lieutenant and pla- 


,toon sergeant hi charge of my 
fit were killed in the first burst 
of fire, the command fell to me 
I ordered an advance. Maybe I dit 
wrong but our idea was to go aheac 
and take ground for an airfield,' 
Sergeant Brown related, only a few 
hours after he was brought in. 


"I recall the first shot that hi 


me—it was from a sniper in the tree; 
and it ricocheted from something 
else and got me in the head. Then 
in rapid succession they poured 
three more bullets into me and I 
fell down. I couldn't move my right 
side. Another Marine private first 
class was shot in the chest at the 
same time but, as he could walk 
they managed to get him out and 
came back for me. • 


Between Two Fires 


"Each time the Marines made a 


sortie in my direction, the Japs let 
go with all they had. I had fallen 
in a small valley between two hill- 
ocks and between the positions of 
two Jap machine guns. Their fire 
swept right across me—a few inches 
over my body. 


"I felt so miserable I didn't care

On the blazing sands 
of the deserts, on frozen sweeps of 
the Arctic, and in the steaming 
spramps of the jungles, the hosts 
of war are bringing death and de- 
struction, filling the Heavens -with 
their roar and dimming the sound 
of the Angels of Peace who sing

The accustomed pictures of gaiety, 


feasting and festivity are gone; for 
many there are no happy family 
reunions, and for some there never 
will be again. In truth, daikness 
covers the earth and, fearfully, the 
people feel in their hearts that 
•Merry Christmas' is turning to ash- 
es In their mouths. But it need not 
be so. The flames of war, the 
mailed fist of aggression, have 
stripped the ornaments and tinsel 
from the Spirit of Christmas, leav- 
ing it bright and shining like an un- 
sheathed Sword of Hope. Simply, 
it is the Love that one man should 
have for another. That, and that 
alone can reach across the oceans 
and bridge the differences in men's 
hearts and bring the world-wide 
Peace which is our goal.

Year, we, on the Southwest Pacific 
front, send to you on the home front 
as our Season's Greeting. 


"You may be interested In know- 


Ing how we will spend Christmas 
here in the jungles of New Guinea.

Christmas.

south of the Equator you can notice 
little or no change In temperature 
from the beginning of the year to 
the end of the same. Those who 
are not actually engaged In battle 
will endeavor to make the day as 
memorable as possible. There will 
be religious services, gifts and tur- 
key for all.

London, Jan. 22 (AP)—Soviet cap- 


ture of Mga, key rail junction, 30 
miles southeast of Leningrad, has 
reunited Russia's second city by rail 
with Moscow for the first tune since 
the city was laid under seige by the 
Germans two years ago, Moscow 
dispatches reported today. 


At the same time Leningrad gained 


a permanent rail link to tap Lend- 
Lease supplies coming from, the 
northern port of Murmansk^ through 
Volkhov. During the seige Allied 
supplies have been reaching the 
northern city over a railway built 
on Lake Ladoga's ice and a highway 
wrested from the enemy a year ago. 


Capture of Mga, hailed by Premier 


Stalin yesterday in a special order 
of the day, liquidated the tip of a 
salient long held by the Germans 
southeast of the former Czarist cap- 
ital. 


Frees Railway 


Reduction of the strategic junc- 


tion climaxed a new breakthrough 
on a 30-mile front from the Nerva 
river southeast to the town of 
Vinyagolovo. It freed from German 
control the railway running from 
Leningrad to Moscow, 400 miles to 
the southeast, via Volkhov, Volgada 
and Yaroslavl. Under direct pres- 
sure from the advancing Soviet 
forces was the main Leningrad-Mos- 
cow trunk railway a few miles west- 
ward. 


The two northern Russian armies 


were on the. offensive along the 
whole length and breadth of the 
Leningrad and Volkhov fronts, the 
Moscow communique reported. Led 
by Gens. Leonid A. Govorov and 
Kyril A. Meretskov, both of whom 
were cited by Stalin for the capture 
of Mga. 


Nazis Retreating- 


"Under continuous blows by Soviet 


troops the enemy is rolling back in 
a southerly direction and abandon- 
ing one fortified place after anoth- 
er," the War bulletin announced. 


Other units of Govorov's Lenin- 


grad Army were driving south and 
southwest of the city-toward-Kras- 
nogvardeisk, junction of an east- 
west escape rail line leading to 
Narva, Estonia. 
Capture of this 


strategic center would trap untold 
thousands of Germans fleeing from 
the east. 


The Germans also were in trouble 


in lower White Russia. Here Gen 
Ro'kossovsky's Baltic troops lunged 
out in the Kalinkovichi-Mozyr area 
and captured Osarichi, district cen- 
ter 25 miles northwest of Kalin- 
kovichi, and eight other towns. The 
Germans left more than 1,000 dead 
on this front.

Xmas Observance 
“This year Christmas found many 
people in far places and strange 
circumstances. On the blazing sands 
of the deserts, on frozen sweeps of 
the Arctic, and in the steaming 
swamps of the jungles, the hosts 
of war are bringing death and de­ 
struction, filling the Heavens with 
their roar and dimming the sound 
of the Angels bf Peace who sing 
‘Peace on earth good will to men.’ 
The accustomed pictures of gaiety, 


many there are no happy family 
reunions, and for some there never 
will be again. 
In truth, daikness 
covers the earth and, fearfully, the 
people feel in their hearts that 
‘Merry Christmas’ is turning to ash­ 
es in their mouths. But it need not 
be so. 
The flames of war, the 
mailed 
fist 
of 
aggression, 
have 
stripped the ornaments and tinsel 
from the Spirit of Christmas, leav­ 
ing it bright and shining like an un­ 
sheathed Sword of Hope. 
Simply, 
it is the Love that one man should 
have for another. 
That, and that 
alone can reach across Hie oceans 
and bridge the differences in men’s 
hearts and bring the world-wide 
Peace which is our goal. 
“This, and wishes for a Better 
Year, we, on the Southwest Pacific 
front, send to you on the home front 
as our Season’s Greeting. 
“You may be interested in know­ 
ing how we will spend Christmas 
here in the jungles of New Guinea. 
For one tiling, it will be no White 
Christmas. 
We are sweltering in 
the heat. Being only a fvew degrees 
south of the Equator you can notice 
little or no change in temperature 
from the beginning of the year to 
the end of the same. 
Those who 
are not actually engaged in battle 
will endeavor to make the day as 
memorable as possible. 
There will 
be religious services, gifts and tur­ 
key for all.

counted for 25,000 of the dead, and 
the other 15,000 were killed before 
the ancient stronghold of Novgorod 
to the south. The Moscow radio 
summed up the situation with grim 
satisfaction like this: 


"German forces are bleeding pro- 


fusely. They are panic-stricken un- 
der the threatening tentacle of a 
mighty Soviet army of retribution.-

THE DARK HOURS * 


-• When a diamond Is taken in the 
rough It creates no special interest 
for one who doesnt know its rare 
possibility. 


But when it has gone through the 


hands of the expert and its hard 
substance smoothed and cut into 
some exquisite design, it stands out 
as a thug of beauty and, in the 
words of Keats, "a joy forever I" 


Much, of life -is -a thing in the 


rough. It is clouded with discour- 
agement, tragedy, disappointment, 
fear, and endless questionings. Dark 
Hours appear, when despair stalks 
bodily. It is at such a time, when 
the ebb of hope seems lowest, that 
our faith is challenged most. Hap- 
pily, however, it is at just such 
times that our courage rises highest, 
and we recognize that a higher 
power than anything that we pos- 
sess is in control of us—the power 
of an Infinite God. 


The Creator put fear into our 


hearts as a protective measure. No 
one ever faced danger without it. 
But because of this^fear a greater 
element was created to counteract 
fear—the element of courage, and 
this supported by the power of faith 
—faith in oneself and faith in one's 
Creator. Thus it is that heroic tales 
color our daily reading, and the 
Dark Hours melt into the hours of 
Light. 


It has often been stated that it is 


darkest Just before Dawn. Thus, 
in human experience, the darkest 
hour is just before Faith takes its 
tightest grip upon the soul and says: 
"Victory is just aheadl" 


There is nothing challenging in 


continual ease or comfort. Nothing 
but spiritual stagnation. We need 
the Dark Hours, the days of depres- 
sion and gloom, to re-enforce our 
faith and recondition our hold on 
life and all its demands for service 
anri usefulness. 


I like that phrase "The Happy 


Warrior." It suggests willingness to 
bear one's burden and responsibility 
—to fight ahead, and to win. It 
suggests triumph over every one of 
the Dark Hours.

I am indebted to a woman reader 


for passing along to me details of a 
situation which resulted in great 
difficulty starting her car. Because 
the car was stored in an unheated 
garage most service men leaned to 
the usual causes of starting delay, 
but it was not until the engine fail- 
ed on the open road that a mechanic 
discovered a bad leak In the fuel 
pump. This had been caused by the 
pump striking a ba,e plate which 
was too near it. The pump is at- 
tached to tiie engine which shaken 
when idling, due to its flexible 
mounting! 


The Rear Engine Riddle 


What seems to be the true story 


as to why we haven't rear-engined 
cars has been coming out of engi- 
neering circles lately. It has, so the 
stories go, nothing to do with the 
problem of cooling or mechanical 
complexities but Is wholly concern- 
ed with safety of the driver and his 
passengers. In event of a collision 
at road—speed—the- rear-mounted 
engine tends to break loose from its 
mooring and go straight through 
the car. When a conventional car 
hits a telegraph pole the engine 
wants to go through the radiator but 
the pole exerts a useful counter- 
thrust. 
' In tests cars with rear engines 
were run into stone walls after their 
drivers had escaped to accompany- 
ing cars. In spite of the most rigid 
frames and bodies there still Is the 
forward travel of the loosened en- 
gine. It would be fatal to anyone 
trapped in its path. 


The idea of putting alcohol in 


the gas tank in order to prevent wa- 
ter from freezing in very cold weath- 
er is one /that has been adopted by 
many motorists, but it has its limit- 
ations. Alcohol accelerates rust, so 
if you are going to use it at all you 
should also put into the tank a 
little emulsifying oil, more popular- 
ly termed rust Inhibitor. Of course 
the best plan is to open the tank's 
drain and let escape whatever wa- 
ter and sediment has collected there. 
And whether you start with a clean 
or_a_dirtyjtank always aim to keep 
the tank filled at all times since a 
full tank will not permit as much 
condensation. 


Before You Retard 


You're probably right that the in- 


creased pinging of the engine is due 
to lower octane gasoline, but before 
you rush to have the ignition tim- 
ing set back have your service man 
check for possible faulty distributor 


operation and undesirable spark 
plug conditions. Engine cooling is 
also vital in fighting off the "ping", 
so check the fan belt, and make 
sure that the radiator core is clean. 


Gasoline is volatile enough to give 


you a normal start in whiter, if the 
choke mechanism works properly 
and cranking speed is high, but 
there will be a longer period for the 
engine to warm up. Be sure the 
manifold heat control Is on the job. 


Quite the most effective way to 


save the battery ha cold weather is 
to take advantage of every oppor- 
tunity to start without help of the 
starter-motor. It is surprising how 
little incline Is needed to get a 
car rolling. I have found a fairly 
level driveway sufficient to roll the 
car to a speed where it will crank 
the engine when the car is in gear 
and the clutch engaged. For this 
purpose use high gear as a lower 
gearing may offer too much com- 
pression braking. 


Where They Went Wrong 


Some drivers have all the bad 


luck it seems when it comes to try- 
ing to start without using the start- 
er. Here are a few of then- mis- 
takes: 


One fellow tries to start with a 


cold engine without first pumping 
two or three times on the acceler- 
tor to make the carburetor accelera- 
tion pump shoot raw gasoline into 
the carburetor throat. Another 
was so cautious when engaging the 
clutch that he slipped it, thus pre- 
venting the car from, transferring 
full turning effect to the engine. A 
third thought the engine had not 
started, swtiched it off and then 
went back to the customary way of 
cranking. Had he taken a glance at 
the instruments ahead of him he 
would have known that the engine 
did start. 


According to service men the best 


way to meet the increasing problem 
of engine "ping" is to cut down on 
acceleration. This need be no more 
than a matter of altering our driv- 
ing habit of rushing through the 
gears. Whatever we can do by way 
of driving changes will, they main- 
tain, be more efficient as a ping 
check than retarding ignition tun- 
ing. When we spare acceleration we 
save several ways. Less gas being 
consumed. Less tires tread wear, 


Less strain on the engine. 


Three To Remember 


You may recognize that good 


braking is not possible without the 
brake shoes being concentric with 
their drums, yet your failure to en- 
joy satisfactory deceleration may be 
due to the drums not being con- 
centric with the wheel hub. 


Rust inhibitor not only checks 


oxidation of metal parts of the cool- 
ing system because of their exposure 
to water and air but also serves as a 
safeguard against what is known 
as electrolytic corrosion. This- oc- 
curs where dissimilar metals are 
used. 


Failing heat from the car's hot 


water heater often is a tip-off that 
the engine's thermostat isn't work- 
ing. 


Maybe you are careful not to ride 


with your left foot poised on the 
clutch pedal. Maybe you never slip 
the clutch to help the err over a 
"hump" in lieu of shiftily to a 
lower gear. Maybe you are lareful 
to declutch when braking toe car 
down to ten miles an hour or lower. 


But in spite of your efforts to save 
the clutch you may be one of many 
drivers who habitually abuse the 
clutch facings by the simple mistake 
of engaging the clutch too gingerly. 
You are always fearful that you will 
tear out the rear end, and so as you 
feed gas you slip the clutch, heat up 
its plate and invite exactly the sort 
of damage you are trying to avoid. 
If you have any suspicion of this, 
therefore, take note of it immediate- 
ly and try to reduce the degree of 
easing in of the clutch with due 
consideration, 
however,- for the 


need of avoiding too harsh engage- 
ment or spinning of the wheels.

Dark 
Hours appear, when despair stalks 
bodily. It is at such a time, when 
the ebb of hope seems lowest, that 


chit faith Is challenged most. Hap­ 
pily, however, it is at Just such 
times that our courage rises highest 
and we recognize that a higher 
power than anything that we pos­ 
sess is in control of us—the power 
of an Infinite God.

In spite of the most rigid 
frames and bodies there still is the 
forward travel of the loosened en­ 
gine. It would be fatal to anyone 
trapped in its path. 
The Idea of putting alcohol in 
the gas tank in order to prevent, wa­ 
ter from freezing in very cold weath­ 
er is one that has been adopted by 
many motorists, but it has its limit­ 
ations. Alcohol accelerates rust, so 
if you are going to use it at all you 
should also put into the tank a 
little emulsifying oil. more popular­ 
ly termed rust inhibitor. Of course ; 
the best plan is to open the tank’s I 
drain and let escape whatever wa­ 
ter and sediment has collected there. 
And whether you start with a clean 
or a dirty tank always aim to keep 
the tank filled at all times since a 
full tank will not permit as much 
condensation. 
Before You Retard 
You’re probably right that the in­ 
creased pinging of the engine is due 
to lower octane gasoline, but before 
you rush to have the ignition tim­ 
ing set back have your service man 
check for possible faulty distributor 


operation 
and 
undesirable spark 
plug conditions. 
Engine cooling Is 
also vital in fighting off the "ping”, 
so check the fan belt, and make 
sure that the radiator core is clean. 
Gasoline is volatile enough to give 
you a normal start, In winter, if the 
choke mechanism works properly 
and cranking speed is high, but 
there will be a longer period for the 
engine to w'nrm up. 
Be sure the 
manifold heat control Is on the job, 
Quite thp most effective way to 
save the battery In cold weather is 
to take advantage of every oppor­ 
tunity to start without help of the 
starter-motor, It is surprising how 
little incline is needed to get a 
car rolling. 
I have found a fairly 
lpvel driveway sufficient to roll the 
car to a speed where it will crank 
the engine when the car is in gear 
and the clutch engaged. 
For this 
purpose use high gear as a lower 
gearing may offer too much com­ 
pression braking. 
Where They Went Wrong 
Some drivers have all the bad 
luck it seems when It comes to try­ 
ing to start without, using the start­ 
er. 
Here are a few of their mis­ 
takes: 
One fellow tries to start, with a 
cold engine without first pumping 
two or three times on the a c c e n ­ 
tor to make the carburetor accelera­ 
tion pump shoot, raw gasoline into 
the 
carburetor 
throat. 
Another 
was so cautious when engaging the 
clutch that lie slipped it, thus pre­ 
venting the car from transferring 
full turning effect to the engine. A 
third thought the engine had not 
started, swtiched it off and then 
went back to tile customary way of 
cranking. Had tv* taken a glance at 
the Instruments ahead of him he 
would have known that the engine 
did start. 
According to service men the best 
way to meet the increasing problem 
j of engine "ping” is to cut down on 
; acceleration. This need be no more 
than a matter of altering our driv­ 
ing habit of rushing through the 
gears. Whatever we can do by way 
of driving changes will, they main­ 
tain, be more efficient as a ping 
check than retarding ignition tim­ 
ing. When we spare acceleration we 
save several ways. 
Less gas being 
consumed. 
Less tires tread wear. 


Less strain on the engine. 
Three To Remember 
You may recognize that good 
braking Is not possible without the 
brake shoes being concentric with 
their drums, yet your failure to en­ 
joy satisfactory deceleration may be 
due to the drums not. being con­ 
centric with the wheel hub. 
Rust inhibitor not only checks 
oxidation of metal parts of the cool­ 
ing system because of their exposure 
to water and air but also serves as a 
safeguard against what is known 
as electrolytic corrosion. 
This oc­ 
curs where dissimilar metals are 
used. 
Falling heat from the car’s hot 
water heater often Is a tlp-nff that 
the engine’s thermostat isn’t work­ 
ing. 
Maybe you are careful not to ride 
with your left foot poised on the 
clutch pedal. Maybe you never slip 
the clutch to help the err over a 
"hump” In lieu of shifting to a 
lower gear. Maybe you are ■’areful 
to declutch when braking 'he car 
down to ten miles an hour or lower. 


But in spite of your efforts to save 
the clutch you may be one of many 
drivers who habitually abuse the 
clutch facings by the simple mistake 
of engaging the clutch too gingerly. 
You are always fearful that you will 
tear out the rear end, and so as you 
feed gas you slip the clutch, heat up 
its plate and invite exactly the sort 
of damage you are trying to avoid. 
If you have any suspicion of this, 
therefore, take note of it immediate­ 
ly and try to reduce the degree of 
easing in of the clutch with due 
consideration, 
however, 
for 
the 
need of avoiding too harsh engage­ 
ment or spinning of the wheels. 
VV Ii at’n On Your Mind? 
Q I bought what seems to be a 
good used car, but have been trou­ 
bled with stickage in the gear shift. 
I am afraid that some day the gears 
will stick in low and I won’t be able 
to shift at all

The history of Prance— 


Europe's 
natural 
battle- 


ground—has been written in 
the blood of battles stretch- 
ing back beyond the dawn of 
civilization.
